Power* That Abide In the President 


ana IIin Attorney- General. 


Judge Owen P. Thompson of Jack- 


sonville, 111., in his Jackson day address 
to the Democratic organizations of Chi- 
cago took the ground that trust organ- 
izations are in restraint of trade and 
that they come within the common law, 
and may be prevented by federal court 
injunction from operating to the in- 
Jury of the community. 


In advocating this remedy for the 


trust evil Judge Thompson justly pro- 
tested that it was no part of the Dem- 
ocratic creed to oppose honest efforts 
Of individuals or corporations in the ac- 
cumulation or enjoyment of wealth, 
but where the truth is plain that a 
trust organization operates to destroy 
competition, to control by monopoly of 
certain Hues of industry the output and 
price of products, the remedy should 
be rigidly applied. That the cnse comes 
within the jurisdiction of the federal 
courts h(i has not the faintest doubt. 


News reports covering the effect pro- 


duced by Judge Thompson's address 
state that, tkough the speaker did not 
mention President Roosevelt's name, 
the inference was plain that he believ- 
ed a word from the president to the at- 
torney general of the United States 
sufficient to force the trusts back to 
lawful business. 


This same belief In the federal power 


to regulate the trusts Is held by the 
people of the several northwestern 
t-tatOH now opposing the movement for 
a consolidation of the great railway 
systems of tlie north-west, says tho St. 
Louis Republic. Resolute and aggres- 
sive action by tho attorney general of 
the United States, it is felt, would ef- 
fect unlly prevent a consolidation which 
contemplates the carrying monopoly of 
n great Held, to the sore injury of legit- 
hniito tmdc. 


Judge Thompson's views seem to de- 


porvo the earnest attention of the 
American people. This will certainly 
be extended. Whether or not the na- 
tional administration will seriously 
consider his arguments Is another ques- 
tion. Great things were expected of 
President Roosevelt In the way of a 
linn stand against the trusts, but his 
dlsiippolnting treatment of this Issuo 
In his message to congress has materi- 
ally lessened such expectation. 
One 


assuring result of the popular study of 
the trust system is reasonably certain, 
however. 
The people are educating 


themselves to" n clear understanding of 
the issue. They will be able to pass 
an Intelligent Judgment on the admin- 
istration and the party which fnvora 
the trusts nt their expense. The evi- 
dence upon which that judgment will 
be based is now being competently, 
gathered and weighed by the people.

Publicity For tl»e 


In tho figures now presented by the 


New York Journal of Commerce, show- 
ing the total capitalization of all in- 
dustrial consolidations in the United 
States to approximate $0.500,000,000, 
there is found additional reason for in- 
sistence upon publicity of trust affairs 
for the protection of Investors and the 
general public, says the St. Louis Re- 
public. 


To secure obedience to equity and 


law the vast businesses carried on 
with this gigantic capitalization should 
be subject to systematic scrutiny. The 
consolidated corporations in question 
enjoy certain privileges which legiti- 
mately subject them to supervision 
eimilar to that of the affairs of banks. 
They should be required to make sworn 
statements of their condition at regu- 
lar intervals. The evil of overcapital- 
ization should be guarded against by 
accurate public knowledge of the value 
of the properties and business capital- 
ized. 


The peril of the present system of 


trust capitalization is plaiu. The gen- 
eral public is in profound Ignorance of 
trust conditions. Investors necessarily 
take undue chances when they buy 
trust securities. There should be at 
least a reasonable guarantee of safety 
to investors as well as to consumers. 
This guarantee must be found In pub- 
licity as one measure of regulation.

in all under three years old, there are 
but four states which count horses 
more valuable than mules. But the 
bull: ot the stock is, of course, over 
three years old, and there is not a sin- 
gle' stale which does not estimate its 
mules of this class as worth more per 
bead than its horses. 


In fact, the total figures for the coun- 


try credit the mule as being almost 9 
per cent more valuable than the horse, 
the general average being for horses 
$87.35 and for mules $95.38. The rela- 
tive ', a lues of animals under three 
ycdrs <ire even further apart, mule 
ccltsj being 13' and yearlings and two- 
year-elds' 14 per cent higher than 
horses.

to New York from abroad, told a re- 
porter of the New York Times the other 
day of his visit and examination of the • 
Boer prisoners' camp at Diyatalawa," 
island of Ceylon, during the summer of 
the past year. About 5,000 prisoners 
are in the camp at Diyatalawa. Speak- 
ing of his vigit, Mr. Babcock said: 


"Diyatalawa is 102 miles from the 


coast and within about six degrees of 
the equator. Its altitude, however, is 
about 0,000 feet above the sea level, 
and the temperature is very agreeable. 
In the evening, in fact, blankets are 
necessary. 


"On my arrival at Diyatalawa I was 


given a permit to visit the prison in- 
closure. The Boer prisoners are housed 
at the camp in buildings constructed 
of galvanized iron, with board floors. 
The buildings are of sufficient size to 
permit a row of cots on either side, 
with a space sufficient for a large table 
between. They all appeared to have a 
sufficiency of. blankets. There was a 
very large building given over to the 
use of the Boers for the purpose of 
meetings or such other purposes as 
they might desire-. 


"The grounds were surrounded by 


two lines of wire fence about eight 
°feet apart, with the- space between the 
two fences filled with loose barbed 
wire.

Mark Twain seldom gets to his old 


home in Hartford, most of his time b*- 
ing occupied in playing the 'part of tb« 
social lion down on Manhattan island. 
The humorist's fame since his tour'of 
the world has widely increased, and he 
never was more idolized than he is to- 
"flay. 


Few people know Mark outside of 


his role of the humorist, but the Hart- 
ford celebrity is a many sided man, 
his ability extending from literature 
evun unto suspenders and shoulder 
straps. 


Twain is the versatile genius, the 


Connecticut Yankee, but his literary 
reputation threatens to overshadow 
his fame aa an inventor. Yet Mr. Clem- 
ens i§ the possessor of three patents, 
all duly recorded at the patent office 
in Washington. A patent was issed In 
1871 in his name for "an improvement 
in adjustable und detachable straps 
for garments." This patent strap is 
the bucUle sstrap commonly used at 
the back of waistcoats and trousers, 
but so made as to button on instead of 
being fccwed to tbc garment. 
What 


the advantages of such a strap are 
people are expected to find out for 
themselves for Mark dismisses the 
question by saying that they are "so 
obvious that they need no explana- 
tion." 


Ills second patent was granted two 


years later and was for the Mark 
Twain srrapbook.

'Tnitcd States, and it is the most suo- 
•fssful of lus inventions. 


Tho third invention of the creator of 


Huckleberry Finn was far more olahor 
rate than r-ither of the others. It is tie- 
scribed as a game apparatus. There 
are two cards, one known as the um- 
pire's chart and the other as the plny- 
r's chait. These cards are ruled off 
for i\ ritiiiK the numbers of a series of 
years. Opposite each date is a small 
hole. The playt r announces that lie 
will stick a pin in a certain jcar and 
give some e\ent which happened in 
that year. lie mentions the e\ent, and 
the umpire decides whether be is right 
or not. If he is, he is allowed to stick 
the pin In the hole opposite the date. 
"In this manner," says the inventor, 
"the game is played until one playor 
lias placed a certain number of pins 
in the holes of bis chart." It will be 
seen that these inventions of Murk 
Twain cover a wide range of human 
effort, extending, as they do, from the 
solemn matter of trouseis straps to the 
joyful game of historic dates.—Hart- 
ford Globe.

The Chinese states- 
man raeanwbile, thitiking his wife had 
perished with other victims in the mas- 
sacre, enlisted the sympathies of the 
emperor, who ordered a magnificent 
funeral. The empty coffin was folio-w- 
ed to the grave with all pomp and 
ceremony of state by Li Hung Chang 
and representatives of the emperor. 
After a period of mourning Li Hung 
Chang took unto himself another -vs if e 
and settled down again to domestic 
felicity. 


Then the first wife appeared. Sh$

acted upon tbe absurd maxim. 


Presuming that the author of It -was 


a physician who knew something of 
the nature of colds and tho action of 
remedies, ho must have spoken sub- 
juncthely and not Imperatively, and 
then it -would read thus: "If you stuff 
a cold, the consequence will be that 
you will be thrown into a fever as a 
result of the stuffing treatment of tbe 
cold, and then you will have to starve 
the fever." 


This is a true and sensible interpreta- 


tion of this commonly received maxim, 
winch has clone as much harm > as any 
of the thousand and one popular er- 
rors which prevail on medical subjects. 
Without dwelling on the nature or 
causes of colds or on what physicians 
call the pathology of these disorders, 
we -will say that a low or even starva- 
tion diet for a few days, with the free 
drinking of warm, mildly stimulating 
teas, is better for a cold than any drug 
or combination of drugs.—London Fam- 
ily Doctor. 


Wheat Poen Not Grow Wild. 


The existence of names for wheat in 


the most ancieitt languages confirms 
the evidence of its greet antiquity and 
of its cultivation in the more temperate 
parts of Kuropc, Asia and Africa. 
From the e\ ideate adduced by botan- 
ists of high standing, it acems bighl> 
Improbable that wheat has ever been 
found growing persistently in a wild 
state, although it has often been as- 
serted by poets, tra-\elers and histo- 
rians. 


In the "Odyssey," for example, we 


are told that wheat formerly grew in 
Sicily without tho aid of man. Diodo- 
rus repeats the tradition that Osiris 
found \\ heat and barley growing pro- 
miscuously in Palestine, but neither 
this nor other reputed discoveries of 
wheat growing wild seem at all 
credible, seeing that it does not ap- 
pear to be endowed with the power 
of persistency, except under continued 
culture.

tion. Both use oxygen for sustaining 
combustion, but nature uses it system- 
atically for construction, which man 
does not Man uses hydrogen for com- 
bustion, as nature does, but not for 
construction.

Nature takes the same advantage, by 
which nitrogen, though negative, be- 
comes the most important of vital 
structures.

Tbe principle upci. which the manu- 


facture of ice is based Is that a gas 
when compressed gathers heat enor- 
mously, and it robbed of this heat and- 
allowed to escape at a future time it 
seeks to regain its heat by withdraw- 
ing heat from its surroundings. Am- 
monia gas is generally preferred, to 
others because it can be -liquefied with. 
comparatively little pressure. 
On re- 


moving the water from common am- 
monia by distillation anhydrous am- 
monia is obtained. This is compressed 
by a combined steam pump and a com- 
pressor, and the resulting liquefaction 
Induces heat, 'wtiicb, is economized by 
circulating water about the vessel or 
pipe containing the liquefied ammonia. 
Thus the ammonia is cooled and the 
heat largely transferred to the water, 
which is then pumped back to the 
boiler that supplies the steam* pump. 
The liquid ammonia is then carried in 
a pipe to expansion coils that afford 
plenty of room for its evaporation, 
when it begins to return to the gaseous 
form and to draw heat from its sur- 
roundings, which gradually reduces 
the temperature. 
Proper vessels of 


water are placed in contact with the 
expansion coils, aad in due time ice 
is formed.

Enplish Jeweler*' Trick*.

A great device 
of the working jeweler, so far as gbld 
chains go, is to take off the hallmarked 
fastening loops and to substitute for 
these an exact imitation in metal, so 
tbjit these should ah\ aj s be most care- 
fully examined. In ladies1 lockets the 
jeweler fraud usually takes out the 
goW~_iiu>lde .rim which fasteift 
the 


glass, and of course he puts in a sham 
^substitute. Where an article bent to 
him contains a great number of toler- 
ably small stones he will take one or 
two of these out and put in imitation 
articles specially made to deceive, says 
Woman's Life. A working jeweler has 
been known to make pounds" a w,eefe 
by taking oway the hallmarked cross- 
bars of gold alberts and replacing them 
with brass. These remarks only, of 
course, apply to the small number of 
black sheep to be found in this as in 
every trade. 


Decadence In Penmanship.

Nature scarce ever strikes without 


warning. In so far as disease is con- 
cerned it gives clear signs of what is 
impending days, weeks, months and 
even years before the attack. If people 
looked for these signs and took warn- 
ing from them, . they would escape 
much serious illness and live many 
years longer than they do. It is indeed 
remarkable how careless we are in this 
respect. A man who will anxiously 
scan tbe sky for signs of coming rain 
lest his top hat may get spoiled will 
never dream of examining his eyes, 
nose or finger nails for signs of coming 
illness. 


The sneeze, for instance, Is very sig- 


nificant Jt is always a sign that some- 
thing is injuring the air passages any- 
where from the nose down to the 
lungs. Should it be only a case of snuff 
or pepper, of course the sneeze is of no 
consequence. But often it is an indica- 
tion of congestion. There is inflamma- 
tion somewhere, with too much blood, 
and the object of the sneeze is to give 
relief by getting rid of sonic of the 
fluid. This sneeze is 11 warning that 
every prudent person should attend to. 
It is at least the forerunner of a cold. 
But it may indicate an approaching at- 
tack of bronchitis or pneumonia. When 
there is much sneezing, accompanied 
by something like a small s>bower of 
rain,_the victim will do well to take a 
warm footbath, go to bod and adopt 
the other usual remedies to cure a cold. 


The winter cold itself is a grave 


warning. When it recurs two or three 
times every vv inter, it is sure to be fol- 
lowed in the cud by chroulc bronchitis. 
Once this comes oiwit is practically in- 
curable. 


Men are started on their lives much 


ns a shell from a cannon — with a cer- 
tain fixed quantity of energy. If dis- 
ease or accident does not carry them 
off. they will die some time of what 
we call old age— in other words, when 
the energy with which they started is 
spent. Some have energy enough to 
carry them over the full century; oth- 
ers have only sufficient to keep them 
going for ninety, eighty, seventy, sixty 
or fewer years. Now, early baldness is 
a sure sign, with some exceptions, that 
the energy is likely to fail sooner than 
in the average man.

weak or obstructed circulation. They 
are a warning against overexertion of 
any kind. The obstruction may occur 
from disorder of several organs in the 
body. But most commonly the blue- 
ness indicates that the heart is not up 
to the mat k. 


Yawning is a somewhat 
similar 


warning. It is a sign that the steam 
has run down and that it is time to go 
to bed or perhaps to go into the open 
air. When you sit in a close room, the 
lungs do not receive sufficient of the 
vital,,gas. oxygen. The yawn is then a 
desperate effort of the lungs to proper- 
ly aerate the blood, and it warns you 
to open the windows or to leave the 
room. When you are out of bed too 
long or when you have done an unusu- 
ally hard day's work, tbe waste prod- 
ucts of your body are present in exces- 
sive quantity. Then the yawn is a 
warning to you to lie down and rest

A C«rloB« ••£ Fragile Worm That 


Dig* Tuvocls In Timber. 


It was in 1731 that Itblland narrow- 


ly escaped inundation along its coast 
!>ecause tbe timbers of the sea dikes 
in many parts were discovered to be 
quite- unsound. The timely discovery 
of tbe real condition of the dikes saved 
the country from an awful catastrophe, 
the full extent of which, was com- 
prehended by only a few Dutchmen. 


The timbers had been honeycombed 


J)y the teredo, or shipworm. 
This 


creature burrows into any wood ini- 
raersed in sea water. It makes an en- 
trance when yqiung and digs channels 
along tbe grain of the wood, living 
and often dying in the timber* The 
worm grows in some localities to a 
length of twelve inches, its girth be- 
ing one and a half inches, and ihe 
curious tiling about its whipliko body 
Is its exceeding tenderness. It cannot 
bear its own weight. It will break if 
subjected to any strain. 


It will burrow straight along the 


grain of the wood unless turned a^ide 
by a knot or naiJ, and, no matter how 
many of these worms may be burrow- 
ing in the same piece of wood, they 
never run their channels Into one an- 
other. 
By some marvelous instinct 


they keep clear of each other's pre- 
serves. We have recently seen n cross 
section of a log eighteen Inches in 
diameter, and we counted no fewer 
than SOO distinct burrow s.

At the 
same,- time they become tortuous or 
twisted. We can see these hard and 
tortuous arteries on the temples, and 
then wo know It is not safe to do any- 
thing which will congest the brain, 
lest the one Jittle artery 'there, which 
Is especially liable to give way, shall 
let tbe blood escape. Likewise warn- 
ing ia often given by the tiny arteries 
of the eye. 
They break a-nd let out 


little traces of blood, which can easily 
be seen, but a cold or sleepless- night 
may do the same. When these signs 
occur— and they occur months and 
years before the stroke— do not get ex- 
cited or angry, no matter how great" 
tbe provocation, do not rush to catch 
an omnibus or in any way overexert 
yourself, and do not dtue too heartily. 
By taking the warnings given by na- 
ture you will Insure yourself n gainst 
thlg pleasantast nray of leaving the 
world and be sure of dying of cholera 
or smallj:»ox or sonic other respectable 
disease.— London Mall.

perfect yet nil possess valuable fea- 
tures. Tbe automatic droppers, while 
pliU'ing tbe boed as evenly us it is or- 
dlu.irlly placed when diopped bj hand, 
should be supplemented by some fit- 
tfiohuiont by means of vvhKU an occa- 
sional skip may be supplied by tbe 
driver. While 110 attempt !s made to 
draw unj conclusions ns to the rela- 
tive merits of tbe \.ulous planters 
tofcted, based upon oulj one season's 
tri.il, yet there are some essentials 
Mliiih any potato planter must possess 
In order to be entirely satisfactory xip- 
ou all soils. These essentials arc—first, 
the furrow for the seed tubers should 
I)' opened to any desired depth: second, 
V i d pieres luv.st bo dropped with abso- 
lute iej;ukii.t.\. and, third, there must 
be ability to ixm-r the seod deeply or 
sli.illow n (cording to the nature of the 
soil. In addition there should be eim- 
pl'dty of construction and strength of 
fiarue that the necessity for repairs 
ni'iy 1 e blight. 


In tests of many'diggers by the sta- 


tion nu'iitloiu'd none 1ms ris yet been 
found which works satisfactorily upon 
sill occasions. Nearly all me made to 
ditf notatoes which have been given 
ridged or hill culture and not for po- 
tatoes given level tillage. While oth- 
ers woik well upon level land, they do 
not work equally well upon hilly or 
stony soil. Where potatoes are raised 
on larjie areas both potato plnntera 
and potato diKjcers are almost a neces- 
sity. 


It is ndv'scd that in every casi> they 


be purelms'-d by the farmer on condi- 
tion that they ilo satisfactory work. 
Not all are equally woll adapted tj all 
conditions. Those implements should 
be Hc-lectod which seem best adapted 
to looal conditions and needs. 


It Is probable that one reason why 


the practice of spiaylng potatoes has 
not Ix-on more generally adopted Is 
due to the fact that the machinerj for 
the work has not fully met the de- 
mands. It is suggested that some en- 
terp°ilsinjr young man in a community 
f-oiilcl do n go»l buslneBS by inventing 
in a good jjnsolinc online and a com- 
plete spraying outfit for the purpose 
of spraying all the potatoes of tilt 
fonunun'ty. This Is now done In many 
caws i*i orchard management and 
could b<> done with potatoes equally 
well. Tne evidence of Cornell Is strong 
in f;wr of thorough spraying with 
bordcnnx: mixture and parls^Ktwn. 


The potato situation Is well summed 


up by one urcnvcr, who remarked, "By 
tho u«c of tho potato planter, the xve«V 
or, th- hnrrow, the whoel cultivator 
and tlje potato dlgK<*r I <"«« how grotv 
four i-croa of potatoes nt less expense 
than I could formerly grow ouo BCTC."

The importance of securing rrtlable 


And well l)r(4 wed corn th!0 jMr 
been doubly -mphasized by the vast 
difference in the yield of fields in tbe 
game localities. Corn growers are fatt 
breaking away from the idea that crib 
coru will do for seed. As much thou 
tul attention and cue should be given 
to tbe Buying and selection of seed 
SOrn as to thtft ot buying pure bred au- 
tmals to build up oue'u herd 


The selection of sewl corn for next 


yeat-'s planting is now the Buist impor- 
tant thing in all farming operations 
In no case should seed be used from 
unnurtured corn or .frojn tlie neM8 that 
were injured by the unfavorable weath- 
er conditions of the past season. There 
are a few good, cureful and reliable 
seed coru growers and breeders in 
this country who' take infinite pains 
iu this matter of growing and select- 
ing seed, and, "While they may ask a 
little higher prlc'b _for their seed than 
others, it will not take one very long 
to determine that practically no rea- 
sonable price is too high, to pay for 
well bred seed of the recognized stand- 
ard varieties. 


The*seed corn planted by many farm 


ers throughout the corn belt has too 
long beeu selected from run out, de 
generate vaiieties. -In imtny instances 
the same variety of corn, and tba 
without especial selection, has beeu 
grown on the same farm from ten to 
fifteen years. The land has become 
impoverished, and the seed has degen 
crated until the yield has beeu reduced 
from fifty bushels to from twenty-five 
to thirty bushels per acre. 


We lay down the simple proposition 


that it costs no more to raise a big 
crop of corn than it does u small crop 
The preparation of the land IB the 
same ia both iustuncen. The cultiva 
tiou and other care of the crop tire 
the same in both instances. The field 
planted to well bred strong seed wil 
yield in a favorable season fi'bm six 
ty to ninety busiiels per acre, and 
such yields are made by thousands 
of good corn growers in the western 
states. The corn grower who is satis- 
fled with planting worliout and de- 
generated seed will be satisfied with a 
yield of twenty-five to thirty bushels 
per acre. It does not tuke much figur- 
ing to seo whore a crop of the latter 
kind wilt laud tho planter, and it is not 
a very long road there. 


We have urged this eocd corn selec- 


tion -with a great dettl of stross dur- 
ing the past year, for wo arfe just at 
the beginning of the seed corn {trowing 
and sobd corn breeding, and whenever 
general corn ra'sers tvlll fully appre- 
ciate the enormous advantage that 
there Is in -wise and cureful selection 
}r buying of strong, vigorous seed right 
then .will they Increase the yielding 
value of their cornfields. The slight 
expense of the first cost in bujlng 
good, reliable seed Is but trifling ns 
compared with tho ultimate results. 


The general farmer perhaps has not 


tho tiu:e nor the inclination to raise 
pure bred and cnrofully selected seed 
any more than ho has the time, inclina- 
tion and moans to raise his pure bred 
breeding stock. He prefers to buy a 
pure bred bull from some one who has 
moans and time and ability to raise the 
best bred stock. Buy tile best seed 
coru obtainable and set it from relia- 
ble seed corn growers who make a 
business of growing and selling only 
tbe bo&t bred and tbe best recognized 
varieties.—Prairie Farmer.

Celery 


In the culture of celery a rich, 


deep, loose soil, generally bottom lands 
or thoroughly drained and reclaitnbO 
swamp or marsh land, is recommend- 
ed. Celery grown oa upland is general- 
ly considered to be of better quality, 
•while on moist lowlands it makes the 
better growth. Celery seed germinated 
Blowly, requiring twelve to fourteen 
days. For the early crop it is usual to 
plant the seeds in February or March 
in shallow flats filled with loam. The 
seeds are sown on the surface nnd a 
little dirt sifted over them. The soil 
should be kept moderately moist. The 
flats may be stacked one upon the oth 
er until germination begins, or they 
may be covered with paper or like ma- 
terial and placed under the greenhouse 
bench or in the kitchen window: When 
the plants begin to germinate, they 
should be gradually accustomed to the 
light. The plants arc usually trans- 
planted once or twice in boxes, the 
hotbed or eo!d frame before being set 
in the Held. According to Professor 
Taft of the Michigan station, seed fot 
garden celery In the north; should be 
eown early in the spring. A level spot 
should be selected or made rich with 
rotted tnanuro.

v *.!! roads except those on pore 
can be materially improved by ttlfc 
drainage, says professor ira O. Bnker 
of the Illinois agricultural experiment 
gtsvtion in Good Roads Magazine. This 
(s the opinion of many farmers in sev- 
eral communities, with whom the writ- 
er has conversed on this subject. la 
each community this is universally the 
opinion of the farmers who have bad 
the best success iu'draining their.own 
farms. The cost of tile drainage is nc-t 
great—say about 50 cents per rod, or 
$100 per mile—and the improvement is 
permanent, with no-expense tor main- 
tenance, and the benefit is Immediate' 
and certain. 


Further, tile drainage is the very 


beet-preparation for a gravel or a 
stone road. 
Gravel or broken stone 


placed upon an undrained foundation 
Is almost sure to sink gradually, what- 
ever its thickness, wjhereas a thinner 
layer upou an uuderdraiued roadbed 
will give much better service. "Roads 
tiled without gravel are" better than 
roads graveled without tile." 


The road should be underdrained so 


as to keep the water level well below 
the road surface. In most localities 
this can be accomplished reasonably 
well by laying a line of farm tile three 
or three and a half feet below the road 
surface along one side of the roadway. 
It Is sometimes claimed that there 
should be a tile on each side of the 
road. 


Some tests recently made by tho Illi- 


nois experimental station, not yet pub- 
lished, seem to indicate that one line 
will give fairly good drainage under 
the .most .adverse conditions. The ex- 
periment consisted, in the drainage of 
a piece of laud selected as the worst 
that could be found iu a part of the 
state notorious ns having a large nrca 
of hardpau which it was generally con- 
sidered could not be underdrained "be- 
cause the Boil held water like a jug." 
Lines of tiles were placed two and a* 
half feet deep nnd fifty feet apart The 
water level at a point midway between 
the lines of tiles was lowered eighteen 
Inches, when at the same time the wa- 
ter level in the undrained portion of 
the field was only six inches below the 
surface. In this case the surface of 
the ground water had a slope of one 
foot hi twenty-five feet, but in a more 
porous soli the slope would be much 
less, therefore a single lino of tilu 
three or three and a half feet deep, if 
of adequate size, will give nearly per 
feet drainage, and a second line will 
not materially improve it. 


Some writers on good roads ad% ocata 


the use of a line of tile under the mid- 
dle of the traveled portion, and some 
advocate a line on each side of the 
\vheelwayi. The object sought by these 
tiles is rapid drainage, and therefore it 
is urged that they should be laid near 
the surface. 
It is doubtful whether 


any water will reach the tile, since tho 
road surface when wet Is puddled by 
the traffic, which prevents the wuttf 
percolating through tho soil, and it is 
certain that in clay or loam the drain- 
age, thus obtained.is of no practical 
value. More than one farmer has tried 
to drain his barnyard by laying tile 
near the surface, always without ap- 
preciable effect. 


While a line of tile on one side of the 


road is usually sufficient, there is ot- 
ten a great difference' as to tbe side on 
which it should be laid. If one sii}e of 
the road is higher than the other, the 
tile should be on the high side to in- 
tercept the ground water that is flow- 
ing down the slope under the surface. 


The tile should be laid in the bottom 


of the side ditch below tbe frost line. 
Of course the tile should have a uni- 
form grade and a sufficient fail and an 
adequate outlet. The size of the tile

Farm drainage Is almost certain to 
precede road drainage in any particu- 
lar locality. 


The side ditches are to receive ihe 


water from tbe surface of the traveled 
•way nnd should carry it rapidly and 
entirely away from the roadside. They 
are useful also to Intercept nnd carry 
off tbe writer that would otherwise 
flow from,the Bide hills upon the road. 
Ordinarily they need not be deep and, 
if posslblo,v should have a broad, flar- 
ing *lde toward the traveled way to 
prevent accident If a vehicle should be 
crowded to the extreme side of tbe 
roadway. The outside bank should bo 
flat enough, to prevent caving.

proper form of ditch' is easili made bjr 
the usual road machine or road grad- 
er. The sld* ditch should have a free 
outlet into some stream, so as to carry I 
the water entirely away from the 
road.

While Colonel Matt was practicing 


law at Louisiana there was n general 
knock down and drag out fight at a 
colored "festibule."

court, Reynolds appeared for the de- 
fonse and promptly demanded a negro 
jury. As all tho defendants and wit- 
nesses v»ere black as the ace of spades 
the mayor complied v, ith the request, 
aud in a few minutes the marshal le- 
turned into court with a panel dark as 
midnight when the moon is iu total 
eclipse. The cause proceeded, and 
Reynolds made a ilaming, speech. Tbe 
city attorney bummed up thusly: "Gen 
tlemeu, you arc the pioneer colored 
jury in this county. By your verdict 
<jop w)ll prove to the people \\hethcr or 
not the members of your race are lit 
for the duty of citizenship. These 
fondants are ck-ailj guilts', and if you 
.dqn'^rfonvict them there will not bo 
another negro jury in Pike county In 
fifty years. I hope you will show by 
your veidict that you are worthy of 
the high position you this day occupy." 
The Jurj retired for about one minute 
to consider their verdict, which they 
returned into court, fining the defend- 
ants, the highest amount possible under 
the law.

"1 did not 
get exact details of the Boer casualties," 
reports Lord Kitchener, "but as far as 
I have ascertained, they consist of 283 
in killed, wounded and prisoners, as 
well as about 700 tired horses aud many 
cattle. Our casualties were- only 10." 


Lord Kitchener's great plan, which 


he lias been elaborating for months' 
past, failed by the escape of De Wet, 
but was successful in the greatest 
single capture of Boers since Lord Kit- 
chener arrived in South Africa.

railroad. De Wet succeeded in slipping 
through the lines to the southward.
